I agree with Anthony R. Curtis's 
comparison of CB mounting location* 
(How to Find the Best Spot for 
Your Car's CB, page 88, May 76) 
with one main exception. He says 
that invisible locations in the glove 
compartment or under' the seat arc 
awkward and “not that theftproof, 
either," This is true, but he should 
have mentioned the new type of radio 
with volume, squelch, and channel 
selector in the mike. This type of 
radio can safely he mounted under 
the seat, with all the controls in the 
driver's hand. 

As. for theft prevention, I suggest 
buying a short length of coax with 
a PL-259 connector attached and 
leaving the plug on the center hump. 
Anyone looking into the car will think 
that the radio has been removed 
(even with the mike dip and antenna 
still present). If an extra mounting 
bracket were attached to the bottom 
of the dash, this trick may lie even 
more easily believed.
